Indeed, it has generally been the 
case that, o\ving to the extraordinarily 
large number of men that have been 
given a place in line on the programme, 
many thousands have never moved froc- 
their base of formation, and darkness 
has overtaken them, still marking time 
•under the tree boxes where -they took 
their stand hours before.

The international postal conference in 


WaahingCon next'Slay is likely to attract 
a larger attendance of government dele- 
gates than any of its predecessors, partly 
because it is nearly six years since the 
last, and partly on account of the deter- 
mination of some European delegates 
to obtain a reduction in mail rates for 
letters. The reformers say that 1,000,- 
000,000 of people aio interested in this 
question of rates, and tho reform has 
been too long delayed. The main argu- 
ment seems to be that if a parcel can be 
sent to any part of the postal union for 
1 franc it is eiorbitantto charge a Quar- 
ter of 1 franc for carrying a small, light 
letter to Europe alone. Efforts have 
been made to induce newspapers and 
news agencies to combine for tho pur- 
pose of obtaining further extensions of 
the privilege of press telegraph rates 
and a reduction in the present rates, but 
business rivalries and jealousies have so 
far prevented anything ' practical being 
done.—New York Sun.

Plan to Stop Temporary Em- 


iployment of Aliens. 


Washington. Jan. 22.-/The compro- 


mise Immigration bill which haa been 
agreed upon by the. conferees of the 
house and senate, and which will come 
before the tivo houses, for acceptance 
within a. few days, contains several new 
features which have not heretofore been 
i/iadc public 


The lirst section of the senate bill is 


retained, which excludes from the Unit- 
ed States all persons over 1C years of age 
who cannot read and write the English 
language or the language ot their native 
country, but Is amended by the words 
"or resident" before "country," In ac- 
cordance with a suggestion made by 
Chairman Bartlioldt of tbe house com- 
mittee. For the purpose of testing .the 
ability of Immigrants to read, it Is pro-, 
vided that they shall draw from a box 
a printed slip containing between 20 and 
25 wordM of the constitution, instead of 
live lines of it, required by tlie senate 
Lill. and read these words. A clause is 
added to the bill that if the slips cue not 
at hand for use tlio olu'ccrs shall make : 
the test: by the most appropriate and j 
available means at hand, and slate in j Bolsraeon aud Locke. w. 
writing the reasons the slips are lacking

The plan .of Representative Corliss of 


Michigan for excluding aliens from tem- 
porary employment In the United States 
reads as follows: "That It shall hereafter 
be unlawful t'or jiny male alien who has 
not in <;oocl Calt.'i made his declaration 
before the proper court of record of hia 
Intention to become a citizen 
of 
the 


United Stales to be employed on any 
public works of the United States or to 
tome regularly or habitually into the 
"United States by land or v/attr, for tha 
purpose of engaginc in any mechanical 
trade or manual labor, foe wages or 
salary, returning from time.to time to 
a foreign country." 


"That it shall b6 unlawful for any 


person, partnership, company or cor- 
poration knowingly no employ any alien 
coming into the United States In viola- 
tion of the next preceding section of this 
net; provided, that the provisions of this 
act shall not apply to the employment of 
sailors or deckhands or other employes 
of vessels or railroad trainbands, such 
us 
conductors, 
engineers, bralcemen, 


lircmen or baggagemen, whose duties 
require them ta pass over the frontier 
to reacli the terminus uf their run, or to 
boatmen or guides on the lakes and riv- 
ers of the northern border of the L'nlted 
States." 


Violations of these sections by aliens 


or citizens are made misdemeanors pun- 
ishable by S500 line or imprisonment not 
exceeding one year, or both, and persons 
coming into the country in violation of 
the sections are to be deported to the 
country whence they came. 


The secretary of the treasury is au- 


thorized to permit the entrance of aliens 
1'or the purpose of teaching new arts or 
Industries, under such rules as he may 
provide. 


The section of the senate bill exempt- 


Ing from the act persons who may enter 
from Cuba during the disorders there is 
retained. 


A new section is added to the bill, 


whlchfollows: "That any alien who shall 
In violation of this act or any other ex- 
isting law, secure entry into the United 
States without Inspection or examina- 
tion, or through mistake, misrepresenta- 
tion, collusion, deception or fraud, may 
be taken into custody by the properly 
authoriied Immigration officers within 
SO days after the facts become known 
to them, and such alien, upon :i special 
4nq.ulry at the mosU convenient place, 
conducted according to eection \> uf the 
Immigration act of March D, 1S93, shall 
be dealt with as provided by law for 
alien immigrants upon their first ar- 
rival." 


Instead of taking effect three months 


after its passage, the bill is amended to 
take effect July 1,1897.

consented that the exposition should 
visit his capital. The nine officers went 
unarmed, In order to impress the Iclr.g 
with the peaceful character of their 
mission, and over i!00 native carriers 
v.-tre taken -with the party, In order to 
propel the canoes and carry presents in- 
tended for the king.

LATT OF LIBEL. 


Last year the legislature rejected a bill 


to amend the libel law under which news- 
papers can be embarrassed by a lot of 
needless and unjust suits growing usnally j 
out of some slight inaccuracy by an unre- 
liable attache of the press, 


i The law does not give the paper the 
privilege of making ainonds by 
a- retrac- 


tion bat authorizes legal procedure ot the 
most unjust kind. In this way damapes are 
often recovered without being really sus- 
tained. 
This is the case not alone in 


3Ifissachusetts but In some other states. 
There Is at present a general disposition 
to have the la«.v changed however. 
The 


legislature cannot give any good reason 
for refusing to change the Ian- and al- 
though that body is pretty stubborn it 
•will have eventually to yield justice to 
tho press.] 
•

In some states again laws suoh as that 


deslrod In Massachusetts have already 
"been enacted. 


In Illinois in 1895 there was enacted a 


•tatate which limited the amount to be re- 
covered by a plaintiff in a llbol case 
againat a newspaper to actual damages, 
provided tho newspaper at the trial proves 
that the publication of the alleged libel 
was made in good faith, and that it bad 
reaacnible grounds for believing the truth 
of the eame. and that Its falsity was due 
to a mistake or misapprehension of facts, 
and that an equally conspicuous retrac- 
tion was promptly printed in tho paper. 


The legislators of Illinois considerately 


looked after themselves by providing that 
the act shall not apply to any libel 
"against auy candidate for public oHlce In 
this state, unless the retraction ol- the 
charge Is made editorially iu a conspicu- 
ous manner at least 10 days before the 
election.1' 


II the Massachusetts legislators wished 


to protect themselves in this manner they 
could easily do so. 


A sensible libel law has been passed in 


Michigan, that might well he copied ia 
this 
state?. 
It 
provides 
that only 


actual damages lor libel can be recovered 
of a newspaper if the libel does not in- 
volve a criminal charge, after an adequate 
retraction has been published. In no 
case, under this Michigan act, is a person 
allowed to recover in addition to actual 
damages a greater uum than S5000. Ic 
also limits actual damages to injury to 
property, business, trade,• profession or 
occupation and nothing else. That is to 
say, damages for mental suffering and for 
intangible Injuries that could noc readily 
be reckoned In dollars would not b6 re- 
coverable.

Bchouioa for the removal of a great and 
ever-present source of danger, It may bo 
expucted that something will be done to 
l&Hson the evli; hut in view of tho great 
diflerence In the cost of making water 
gas as compared with the manufacture of 
coal gas, it is hardly to be supposed that 
the manufacture of the former will be on- 
tirely forbidden, though we may hope for 
sucli safeguards as will reduce its dangers 
to the lowest possible point. 
If, however, 


the legislature Hhould in itu wlddom think 
that the manufacture of water gaH should 
be Interdicted, ic will probably repeal 
chapter 428 of 1888, authorizing the gas 
commissioners to lloenss certain com- 
panies to make and sell water gas for 11- 
lumlunting purposes, and acts in amend- 
manc thereof. Tna act of 1888 repeals the 
provision of chapter Gl of the Public 
Statutes that no gas manufactured in the 
state shall contain an excess of 10 per 
cent, of carbonic olida; but the percentage 
of the carbonic oxide allowable iu within 
the power of the commusioners to detor- 
mlno. 
Subsequent legislation, however, 


leaves tho matter practically in control of 
the gun companies. 
So while It Is hardly 


in reason to suppose that we shall go buck 
to tbe 10 per cent, restriction, whlcL in- 
quired years of effort and immense amount 
of money to remove from the statutes, it 
might be possible to prevent tbe inordinate 
preponderance of this dangerous element 
by again giving to the commissioners lull 
power to determine tbe percentage which 
ahall be used."
